IDF denies any

An [srae! Defence Forces 
spokesman last night dismissed a 
UPI report claiming that Norwegian 
UN troops had barred an Israeli 
patrol from entering the South 
Lebanese village of Hebbariya or 
Tuesday. 

The spokesman strongly denied

The management, which suspend- 
ed all flights on Tuesday, yesterday 
insisted that the staff accept a series 
of ultimatums as a condition for 
renewing flights. 

The staff responded to the 
management suspension of the flight 
Schedules by refusing to operate any 
of the company's departments 
yesterday. 

The suspension of flights, which 
was only meant to ground the planes 
following a work stoppage, backfired 
on management as ajl El Al 
employees clocked in yesterday but 
refused to work. This froze all 
operations, including phones, telexes 
and computers, as well as counter 
service for ΒΞ 

A meeting yesterday afternoon 
between the management and the 
staff with the participation of the 
Histadrut was broken off after the 
management put forward its ul- 


resumption of flights until conditions 
permit it to run the company without 
being dictated to by the employees. 

Finance Minister Simcha Ehrlich 
and Transport Minister Meir Amit 
made it clear yesterday that the 
government was preparing for a 
long drawn out battle to force rhe 
staff to accept management terms. 

The deputy director of the 
Histadrut Trade Union Department, 
Rehavia Ofek, said last night that 
the labour federation would fight any 
attempt by the government to close 
the airline and dismiss all the staff. 

He also said there was no reason 
why flights could not be resumed im- 
mediately, as the staff was prepared 
to work but had been locked out by 
the management. 

The employees yesterday morning 
informed the management that they 
were prepared to operate cargo 
flights, to prevent any loss or 
damage to agricultural exports; but 
the management did not respond.

Finance Minister Simha 
Ehrlich repeated yesterday that 
he ta determined not to give 
employees in the public services 
the same wage [Increments 
agreed upon 10 days age for 
production workers. He also an- 
nounced 2 price treesze on basic 
commodities (see below). 

The first strike of state 
employees in protest against the 
government's wage policy is a 
warning strike today by the 
country’s 60,000 teachers. Con- 
tinuing strikes affected are the 
El Al action and the Broad- 
casting Authority blackout. 
Ehrlich told his cabinet 
colleagues he would stand fast 
under the pressure of these 
strikes as he had held out 
against the seamen during their 
ll-week strike. Ehrlich con- 
siders the government's treat- 
ment of the seamen's strike 
successful. 

Ehriich repeated his stand several 
umes yesterday — once at a meeting 
of a joint pane! of the Ministerial 
Economic Committee and the 
Minjsterial Wages Committee. 

Tne joint committee yesterday 
"decided not to decide” on a wage 
policy for the public sector at this 
stage. They will meet again on Sun- 
day, and meanwhile established 6. 
ministerial committee on strikes. 
Members of that body are the 
ministers of finance; Industry, com- 
merce and tourism; transport iand 
communications!; education; and 
labour and social affairs — five 
ministers. 

The Broadcasting Authority's 
director-general, Yitzhak Livni, 
yesterday suggested to the joint 
ministerial committee meeting that 
the journalists employed by the 


authority get a 15 per cent wage 
hike, with a provision thet their 
salaries be adjusted to those of other 
journa)ists. He suggested that a 
letter to that effect be sent to the 
Striking workers. When the 
ministers neither attacked nor 
welcomed the suggestions, the letter 
was prepared. 

But after the joint committee 
Meeting Ehriich said in the Knesset 
restaurant that the proposal was un- 
acceptable. He maintained that the 
Broadcasting ‘Authority journalists 
could get no more than the 15 per 
cent hike promised to the production 
workers, 

Histadrut Secretary-Generai 
Yeronam Mesghei told the preas in 
Jerusalem yesterday that the 
treasury was wililng to give 
employees in the services a 9 per 
cent increase fits previous sugges- 
tion had been a 6 per cent rise, in ad- 
dition to the cost-of-living In- 
crement.} . 

But Ehriich said later in the after- 
noon that he had made no such offer.

Regarding the ΕἸ Al suspension of 
services, Meshel said that, accor- 
ding to his information, the manage- 
ment had τοϊὰ its employees that 
they could come back to their joba — 
but that no flights would operate un- 
til the board of directors was sure 
there would be no further distur- 
bances to the national carrier. 
Meshel said he could not com- 
prehend the government's method of 
closing down a company while 
negotiations were being conducted 
with its employees.

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Teachers hit the strike 
road — for one day

TEL AVIV. — Even If civi] servants 
get the same 15 per cent wage In- 
crease promised to industrial 
workers, the teachers will still de- 
mand at least twice as much. 
Shalom Levin, secretary of the 
Histadrut Teachers Union, and 
Reuven Aviram, chairman of the 
Secondary School Teachers Associa- 
tion, stressed this paint at a press 
conference yesterday which 
previewed taday's one-day teachers’ 
strike. ; 

“The government should pay close 
attention to what this strike 
signifies," Dr. Levin said. Tt Is the 
first time that both teachers’ unions 
have gone on strike together; and 
the result is that classes from 
kindergarten through teachers’ 
college, as well as adult education 
centres and ulpanim, are affected, 
he said. 

If the teachers’ demands are not 
met by the end of the Pessah vaca- 
tion, a full-scale strike may paralyse 
Levin and 
Aviram warned. 

What the teachers went is either 
an overall work contract (with 
salary increases of around 35 per 
cent and benefits, such as reim- 
bursement for car expenses), or ed- 
vances of between IL1,000 and IL.2,- 
000 a month. 

Aviram explained that teachers, 
unlike other professionals, do not 
have a grading system. The only 
raises they get are those for 
seniority; and after 20 years those 
stop, even though many teachers are 
in the system for another 15 or 20 
years, Other groups get hidden 
raises through upgrading or under- 
the-counter benefits, he said.

Court orders ΕἸ Al to fly 
two jumbo jets for CAL 


; TEL AVIV. — District Court Judge 


Shlomo Lowenberg yesterday 
ordered ΕΠ Al immediately to start 
operating two jumbo freighters for 
Cargo Afr Lines (CAL). 

CAL had requested this order, 
claiming that ἘΣ Al had gone back on 
its contract to lease the company 
.thege two planes. The stoppage of 
work of the two jumbos haa been 
causing Agrexco, the government 
agricultural produce export com- 
pany, a daily loss of up to $700,000, 
and might increase to $m. per day. 

CAL's president, Satrir Nelkin, 
received a telegram yesterday from 
the Histadrut and the ἘΠ Al work 
committees that they were willing to 
prepare and fly the freighters for 
CAL without any conditions. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
.Mordechal Hod, ἘΠῚ Al's managing 
director, promised to carry out the 
‘court order and allow the freighters 
'to fly out with agricultural produce.

It was also learned from the work 
committees iast night that three 
CAL aircraft would be leaving dur- 
ing the night, and that today’s flights 
would take off on schedule. 

A CAL official told The Post that 
since Tuesday night they have 
searched "the world over" for 
available freighters, and there are 
none — even at higher prices. 

At present, one chartered DC-8 
plane is carrying about 42 tons of 
produce (compared to about 100 tons 
of produce that each jumbo can 
carry). Next week CAL will receive 
another chartered freighter — a Boe- 
ing 707 from the Portuguese National 
Airlines, TAP. 

The Post last night learned that it 
would not be worthwhile to use 
military Hercules planes, because 
they are very slow and can only 
carry about 17 tons of produce.

Agreement to end seamen’s 


strike hoped for today

HAIFA. — After an 11-week 
merchant navy strike, and a week of 
intensive negotiations to settle it, a 
final agreement to get the ships mov- 
ing again stil) evaded the unions and 

the shipping companies yesterday. 

After a full day of talks, the ex- 
hausted representatives last night 
adjourned thelr meeting until this 
morning. They hope to settle the last 
issue still outstanding — the prin- 
ciples for a new pay system in the 
1978 labour contract and a tem- 
porary pay-scale to get the ships 
moving until the new system is 
hammered out. 

The unions yesterday swallowed 
the bitter pill of forgoing strike pay 
for the 77 days they have been on 
strike. Agreement was also reached 
on ἃ new code of conduct Jn the fleet, 
and for establishing arbitration 
machinery for settling future labour 


disputes, 

The two sides also agreed that the 
controversial Section 13 granting 
“special pay’ to the ratinga be 
abolished in the 1978 contract, and 
that the income tax reform be 
applied to the seamen. 

The companies, for their part, 
agreed that 81} seamen will return to 
work, and that those dismissed since 
the strike started will be reinstated. 
But the sale of 10 ships by Zim was 
accepted as final. (The company 
does, however, have several new 
ships on order.) 

The question of retroactive wage 
agreements for 1976 and 1977 was not 
resolved, and both sides agreed that 
it should be submitted to arbitration. 


One of the difficulties union 
jeadera are facing is that they have 
virtually nothing to show their 
members for the longest strike in 
Israel's labour history — and for the 
loag of 11 weeks pay. 


Radio, TV strike continues 


Jerusalem Poet Statf 

The radio and television four- 
nalists’ strike is stili on. despite 
management promises to support 
them. 

According to a handout circulated 
by the National Federation of Israel 
Journalists, Prof. Reuven Yaron. 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Broadcasting Authority, and 
Yitzhak Livni, the authority's 
director-general. yesterday wrote 
letters to the federation saying that 
both men are sympathetic to the 
broadcasting journallsts’ fight. 

The journalista want their parity 
with newspaper journalists to be 
maintained as a result of this week's 
settlement — after a two-day preas 
strike. Both Yaron and Livni put this 
point of view to the Ministerial Com- 
mittees on Wages and Economics, 
they said. 

The response of the ministers to 
both Yaron's and Livni's represen- 
tations was to quote their decision of 
April 3, to the effect that the 
Histadrut's agreement with the 
employers was binding on the radio 
and TY journalists. This means that 
the government is refusing to give 
the radio and television journalists 
what they wanted — the same loans 
and advances as those won from the 
newspaper publishers by newsmen 
in the written media. while the new 
work agreement is being drafted. 

Both Livni and Yaron politely call: 
ed on the journalists to go back to 
work.

Atherton: ‘Peace dynamic’ still prevails 


Jerusalem Fost Correspondent 
WASHINGTON. — The United 
States still believes "the dynamics of 
the process are at work toward a 
negotiated peace"’ in the Middle 
East, Assistant Secretary of State 
Alfred Atherton said yesterday — 
despite the apparent deadlock, th 
deep differences between the sides 
and the recent cycle of violence in 
the area, 

Speaking at an Atlanta conference 
on U.S. interests in the Middle East, 
Atherton warned, however, that 
time is on the side of those forces 
working against the success of the 
peace process, 

The U.S. does not intend to “let 
this moment in history become stmp-, 
ly another Jost opportunity," he said. 
But the tone of his remarks clearly 
suggested that there is only limited 
time in which Israel should respond 
to the exploratory ideas that Presi- 
dent Carter raised when Prime 
Minister Begin visited Washington 
last month. 

The chief U.S mediator in the Mid- 
dle East Identified four main U.S. 
concerns and interests in the area: 
« To prevent conflict in the Middle 
East from again becoming a flash 
point of superpower confrontation. 


* To uphold “our strong commit- 
ment fo the security and survival of 
Israel.” 

. Tomaintain a mutually beneficial 
reJationship with the major uations. 
of the Arab world, with an eye on the 
fact that the oil they produce 15 
“literally vital to our allles in 
Western Europe and Japan and in- 
creasingly important to us," and on 
their financial power which “makes 
them important in the ef- 
fort to maintain worldwide economic 
order." 

e To translate American concern 
for human rights.into helping the 
peoples of the Middle East to better 
their lives. 

The fundamental issues which 
must be dealt with, Atherton said, 
were Israel's wish for recognition of 
her legitimacy, her right to exist and 
to live in full peace in the region, and 
the Arabs’ wish for restoration of oc- 
cupied territories and a just solution 
of'the Palestinian probiem. 

The Palestinians, Atherton said, 
“must demonstrate a willingness to 
lve in peace with Israel, But true 
peace requires meeting the needs of 
the Palestinian refugees and respon- 
ding to the aspiration of the Paleati- 
nian Arabs for an identity of their

To The Post, Dayan said he had 
been particularly pleased with the 
freedom and frankness with which 
his conversation with Ceausescu had 
proceeded. Neither side had pulled 
any punches, but each had heard out 
the other and the discuasion had 
been “profound and informed." 
{They had not examined in detail the 
texts of the varloua Israeli 
proposals, which Dayan had with 
him, but the foreign minister had the 
impression that Ceausescu was 
thoroughly versed in the different 
formulas and auances.) 

The conversation had been es- 
pecially blunt on the topic of Syria, 
Dayan said. When Ceausescu 
remarked that Israel must make Its 
peace with Syria, Dayan had 
retorted: 

“We are not lepers. We are not 
some third-rate state that nobody 
talks to. If Syrian President Hafez) 
Assad wants to talk to us — let him 
talk ... to date Syria has only made 
war with Israel, never sought to 
make peace." 

Ceausescu observed that it was 
difficult for Assad to open talks with 
Israel now because Sadat had done

The foreign minister said he had 
been interested to hear Ceausescu's 
observation that the Chinese — un- 
like the Soviets — were in effect sup- 
porting the Sadat initiative. This 
meant that China differed from the 
radical Arab extremists on this 
crucial issue, Ceausescu had added 
significantly.

“he had confined himself to thanking 


Ceausescu for Rumania’s attitude 
over the years, which had facilitated 
large-scale aliya to Israel.

He was presenting the 
government's position on a private 
member's bili of Gideon Hausner 
(Independent Liberals), which 
provides for compulsory arbitration 
of labour disputes in vital services, 
for a two-year trig] period. Under 
the bili, the Knesset Labour Com- 
mittee would decide from time to 
time what constitutes a vital service. 


Dr. Katz asked the House to defeat 
the bill, saying that it did not provide 
an adequate solution to the complex 
problems involved in a com: 
arbitration law. : 

Hausner countered that the real 
trouble was over the “copyright.”

‘Sharon: No one backed

Movement for Secure Peace 
forms to counter Peace Now

TEL AVIV. — The Peace Now move- 
ment and the Movement for a 
Different Zionism already have a 
challenger — the Movement for a 
Secure Peace, which has been in the 

making for the past two days. 

The new movement says it already 
has 6,000 signatures for a petition ex- 
pressing support for the 
government's hendling of the peace 
talks. The movement supports ef- 
forts to achieve peace but demands 
that it should not leave Israel 
vulnerable to new attacks. 


Movement spokesman Hanan: 


Abrahamson, an artist, told The 
Jerusalem Post that the movement 
had not been initiated by any party 
or political bloc.

kashrut supervisors employed by 
most of the city's hotels, Because 
Jerusalem lacked its own chief rab- 
bis for years (until Rabbis Mashash 
and Zoltl were elected last 


November), Rabbi Goren asserted” 


that he had had to fill the vacuum 
left by the absence of the required 
rabbinical authority. 

The Religious Council, however, 
charged that Rabbi Goren had 


stepped in to expand his influence - 


over religious affairs in Jerusalem, 
and that he allowed hotels to get cer- 
tificates without demanding strict 
Sabbath observance. 

After the chief rabbinate elections, 
council chairman Gedelie Schreiber 
demanded that kashrut supervision 
be returned to the local chief rabbis 
and the council, as stipulated by law.

from at least one of the city's chief 
rabbis. Since he and Rabbi Zolti — 
longtime adversaries — do not com- 
municate with each other, Rabbi 
Goren waited until he was contacted 
by Rabbi Mashash. 

When Rabbi Mashash was last 
week given certification as a rab- 
binical court judge by the Chief 
Rabbinate Council, he asked Rabbi 
Goren for control over hote!} kashrut. 
Yesterday Rabbi Goren‘s office an- 
nounced that, since the "vacuum" 
had been filled in the Jerusalem 
Chief Rabbinate, he wes transferr- 
ing his control. 

The Jerusalem Hotel Association, 
which was pleased with the arrange- 
ment with Rabbi Goren over the 
years, accepted the new situation 
with resignation and the hope that 


they would not be forced by the city's 
chief rabbis to introduce stricter 
Sabbath observance in the lobbies.

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Moro pleads for release 
of jailed Italian leftists 


ROME. — Christian Democratic 
Party leaders met urgently yeater- 
day to consider a plea by kidnapped 
party president and ex-premier Aldo 
Moro for an exchange of priaoners to 
set him free. But signs were that no 
bargain would be struck with his 
terrorist captors. 

The ruling party chiefs had before 
them an appea} by Moro, 61, that 
Jatied leftists be swapped for him. 
Time is running out, Moro wrote ina 
letter released on Tuesday by the 
Red Brigades who kidnapped him 
three weeks ago.

Rhodesian interim gov't

West Europeans strike 
against unemployment 
BRUSSELS (AP). — Millions ‘of 
West European workers walked off 
the job for at least an hour yester- 
day, rallied inside their plants or 
demonstrated in the streets to 
protest rising unemployment. 

It was the first Europe-wide “‘Ac- 
tion Day’ called by the European 
Trade Union Confederation on the 
eve of a Common Market summit in 
Copenhagen to discuss the region's 
more than seven million jobless. 

More than 10 million Italian 
workers in industry, commerce and 
agriculture launched a four-hour 
strike to protest both unemployment 
and the terrorist kidnapping of 
former premier Aido Moro. 


German lockout ends 


STUTTGART (UPI). — A 16-day 
lockout of 146,000 metal workers at 
78 factories was ended by employers 
on Tuesday night and striking 
workers at 72 other factories cast 
ballots on whether to end a 22-day 
strike. 3 

Twenty-five per cent of the 305,000 
members of the metal workers union 
in the Stuttgart aree will have to 
accept an agreement reached on 
Monday by the union and employers 
for the strike to end. The result wil 
be announced today. 

The agreement gives workers a 
five per cent pay rise retroactive to 
January 1, a lump payment of 411 
marks (13290) and job security 
promises. 


Kidnappers release 
pasta tycoon’s daughter 
BARI (UPI). — Kidnapvers released 
Daniela Mastromauro, daughter of a 
wealthy spaghetti manufacturer, at 
dawn yesterday after her family ap- 
parently paid an unspecified ran- 
som. 

Miss Mastromauro, 20, kidnapped 
on January 9 by bandits who ramm- 
ed her car on 2 highway, was freed in 
the countryside and had to walk 
several kilometres before reaching a 
farmhouse with a telephone to ad- 
vise her family that she had been 
released.

Nairobi slums to.clear 
to slow cholera spread 


NAIROBI (AP). — Nairobi civic 
authorities have ordered a mass 
evacuation of about 150,000 slum 
dwellers in the Kenyan capital, as 
part of an intensified drive to pre- 
vent a possible cholera outbreak in 
the city. 

People living in “high-risk areas" 
will be forced to leave homes which 
have inadequate toilet facilities and 
no running water. 

‘The evacuation exercise was ap- 
proved at a meeting of the Nairobi 
city council on Tuesday night. It was 
proposed that the slum dwellers be 
provided with temporary accom- 
modation elsewhere. 

Health authorities reported last 
week that a cholera outbreek had oc- 
curred in Kenya's coast province. 
They said there had been at least 120 
confirmed cholera cases and five 
deaths in the past month. 

In the past five months a cholera 
epidemic in neigh! Tanzania 
has claimed at least 300 lives.

_ The sale and distribution of birth 
control aids is banned in the 
overwhelmingly Catholic republic, 
although a 1974 supreme court ruling 
allows merried couples to import 
contraceptives for their personal 
use.

These, too, are 
usually of Httle consequence. One of 
the most common is the fissured 
tongue. which tends to occur more 
frequently with increasing age. The 
tongue is covered with fissures of 
varying length and depth, which 
may present a problem only if food 
or other debris gets a chance to ac- 
cumulate within them — usually asa 
result of inadequate oral hygiene. 
Another impressive-looking 
tongue is the so-called black hairy 
variety. In reality it is often more 
brown. A furry brown patch 
appears, usually towards the back of 
the tongue, and it may cause con- 
siderable consternation until its 
benign nature is made clear to its 
owner. Most often this condition oc- 
curs when the patient is taking 
broad-spectrum anti-biotics, 
although smoking and poor mouth 
care may also be contributory. It 
clears up when the underlying cause 
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is treated. 

A painful tongue due to a local 
cause may often simply result from 
excess smoking, or drinking 
scalding liquids. Pungent spice such 
as ginger or every powder may have 
a similar effet. It is important to 
realize that in all these cir- 
cumstances the pain may persist for 
several days after the initial trauma. 

Another common cause of 2 pain- 
ful tongue is ἃ badly fitting dental 
plate or the jagged edge of a decayed 
or damaged tooth. These can irritate 
the adjoining area of tongue and a 
small painful ulcer may develop at 
the site !f necessary dental attention 
is delayed. 

This type of ulcer should not be 
confused with the small, painful, 
red-bordered aphthous ulcers to 
which certain people seem repeated- 
ly prone. These can occur almost 
anywhere inside the mouth. In spite 
of much research and conjecture, 
their cause still remains a bit of a 
mystery, and their treatment un- 
satisfactory. ‘I usually advise a 
seothing ointment of the type usud 
for babies with teething upsets. This 
generally at least takes the edge off 
the pain, which may be acute. 

Most of my patients unfortunate 
enough to develop these ulcers have 


‘learnt to deal with them themselves, 


knowing that they will invariably 
heal spontaneously within a week or 
80. 

Any ulcer on the tongue or in the 
mouth that doesn’t go away within a 
short space of time, or after a 
seemingly obvious cause for it has 
been dealt with, or 2 painful tongue 
that persists unduly, should be 
brought to the attention of your doc- 
tor so the underlying cause, local or 
otherwise. can be established and 
treated approposiately.

The ensemble seemed elther tired 
(perhaps from its recent trip to 
Australia?) or down in spirits. The 
leader sounded slightiy anemic and 
the cellist’s tone carried much less 
than usual, though the general ap- 
proach to their scores was sound. 


ἃ BRIGHT and intense reading of 
the Bach Suite led off a most satisfy- 


ing evening. Mr. Izquierdo led the 
orchestra with the utmost care and 
firm concern, getting a good 
response from the musicians. 

Boris Berman, the soloist tn two 
concertos, again demonstrated his 
dynamic musicianship and wide 
range of interests. 

For the Mozart his approach is, 
perhaps, partly too intellectual and 
partly too robust, but his perfor- 
mance was carried by strong per-

sonality and total commitment. 

He came out with flying colours in 
the Stravinsky Concerto, where per- 
cussive touch and motoric move- 
ment seemed more natural to him 
than the filigree of Mozart's tex- 
tures. 


His pianistics were most im- 
pressive and his sense of rhythm and 
precision celebrated a riotous orgy 
(Berman should be marvellous in 
Gershwin's ‘‘Rhapsody in Blue") in 
the outslde movements. His delicate 
touch provided a welcome contrast 
in the imo. 

The conductor provided fine 
collaboration with the soloiat 
throughout, and the wind section 
{plus doublebasses and timpani) 
acquitted’ itself very honourably. 

Izquierdo built up a great climax 
with the threé excerpts from 
“*Petrushka" relentlessly driving the 
orchestra to execute the difficult and 
tiring parts with bravura. The result 
was a commendable achievement.

‘The rights that the law vesta in 
reputed spouses — among others, 
the right of inheritance, the right to a 
Survivor's pension, the right te con- 
tinue occupying a protected apart- 
ment — can be exercized only when 
one of the couple dies.

AS for the couple living together 
extra-maritally because one, or 
both, cannot get a divorce, they 
would in many cases not be regarded 
as ‘reputed spouses,” even for after- 
death benefits, since some of the 
laws recognizing the statua of 
“reputed spouse" (for example the 
Succession Law, which deals with in- 
heritance) expressly excludes from 
the definitior’ of this status anyone 
married to a third party. Further- 
more, the courts might be chary of 
deeming a woman, known to be 
married to one man while living with 
another, as ‘“‘known to the public” ag 
the latter's wife. During the couple's 
Ufetime, they would, of course, have 
no more legal obligations towards 
each other than the spinster- 
bachelor couple.

ANOTHER correspondent asks what 
is the difference between a court 
martial and a military court. A court 
martial is a tribunal appotnted under 
the Miltary Justice Law, 1955, to try 
soldiers, in regular or reserve ser- 
vice, for military or non-military 
offences committed during army 
Service, or to try persons other than 
Soldiers who are eraployed in the ser- 
vice of the Army, for offences cam- 
mitted during their employment. 

A military court, on the other 
hand, is a court constituted under the 
Defence (Emergency) Regulations, 
1945, to try civilians for offences 
against the regulations, such as 
terrorism or other activities pre- 
judicial to public security. 


“WHAT are the rights of citizens as 
against photographers who 
photograph them for the newspapers 
or television in embarrassing 
situations or in moments of private 
grief?" asks another correspondent. 

They have no rights at present. 
The Minister of Justice in the 
Previous government appointed a 
commission, headed by Justice 
Yitzhak Kahn, to recommend ways 
and means of protecting the privacy 
of the individual, and this commia- 
sion drafted ἃ law containing. among 
other things, a provision banning the 
publication of photographs likely to 
cause embarrassment to the persons 
photographed. However, the present 
Minister of Justice apparently has 
not got around as yet to giving his 
attention to these recommendations.

“ ANOTHER Man, Another Chance™ 
opens In 1872, with the bioodshed and 
Starvation of the Franco-Prussian 
war as its background. A spirited 
French woman, Jeanne. sets out 
with her lover, Francia, to find a 
better life in America. They marry 
in a frontier town and start a family 
and a photographic business. But 
this Is the story of Jeanne and David, 
a married veterinarian. It tells of 
their professions, tragedies, children 
and, at last. their love for each other. 


Plagiarizing himself, Claude 
Lelouch has transfered the theme 
and pattern of ‘‘A Man and a 
Woman" to the American frontier.

By ZVI ARENSTEIN 
derusalem Post Reporter 
BEERSHEBA. — The annual 
operating deficit of Israel Railways 
will for the first time see a decrease 
during the coming fiscal year, accor- 
ding to general manager Zvi 

Tzafriri. 


He told reporters here yesterday 
that the current deficit of IL120m. 
will be reduced to approximately 
1L.80m. this year. He was speaking 
during the inauguration of a new 
cargo crane at the terminal here. 

Tzafriri said the lower deficit will 
be made possible by more efficient 
use of equipment and a reduction in 
the frequency of certain passenger 
trains. Freight loads on some trains 
have been increased from 1,600 to 2,- 
600 tons, thus decreasing operating 
costs. This was made possible by 
better training and greater efficien- 
cy of the crews. . 

He also said that freight increased 
last year to over 4m. tons, an in- 
crease of 500,000 tons. It is expected 
that the freight load will increase by 
a similar amount in each of the next 
two years. 

Israel Railways’ passenger load, 
on the other hand, decreased by 
some 300,000 during the 
last fiscal year. An r decrease of 


170,000 passengers is expected this 
year. Tzafriri attributed the reduc- 
tion to the agreement which enables 
soldiers to ride free on Egged buses. 

Israel Railways currently carries 
about 3m. passengers a year, with 
the heaviest use being on the Tel 
Aviv-Haifa-Naharlya line. Trains 
have been decreased to two per day 
from Te! Aviv to Jerusalem and 
Beersheba, because of lower de- 
mand. If demand increased again, 
the cancelled traina will be reac- 
tivated, Tzafriri said.

Faith in Zim not diminished by strike- 
caused losses, industrialist says

TEL AVIV. — Once the seamen's 
strike is settled, the industrial com- 
munity will probably “regain ita 
faith in Zim within a short time.” 
This was stated yesterday by 
Emanuel Fortuna, who holds the 
“sea freight’’ portfolio in the 
Manufacturers Association, and who 
ig managing director of the Tasbin 
(chemicals) factory in Haifa. 

He based his assumption on three 
facts: First, during the two-months- 
Plus strike ‘Zim did everything in its 
power to minimize the damage to in- 
dustrialists by chartering vessels to 
keep cargo flowing in and out of the 
country.”* Second, a new labour con- 
tract apparently will do much to 
eliminate future wildcat strikes, and 
third, Zim has promised not to raise 
its rates “to compensate for the 
losses it suffered through the 
strike."" 

Fortuna estimates the industria! 


community's losses a5 “‘running into 
several hundred million poundas."" 
When the strike broke out, some 
1L.200m. in goods was “‘frozen"’ In the 
ships' holds, and it was only through 
tough legal batties that much of it 
wag eventually released. At present, 
some 30 per cent is still frozen, but 
most of this is in ships struck in Lon- 
don, Hongkong and other ports 
abroad. 

Some goods spoiled during the 
strike/lockout and have to be written 
off as a loss. Moreover, some 
“seasonal” goods, both imports and 
exports, will have to be warehoused 
and held over for the next season. 

Another loss factor is that im- 
porters had to pay customs duties 
not on the cost of the goods when 
shipped. but when actually unload- 
ed. This raised customs fees by 
several percentage points. Fortuna 
believes that the authorities will take 
this into consideration and reduce 
fees accordingly.

THE OBSCURITY ihat shrouds the Government's wage policy 
geemz to indicate that it has apparently learnt nothing from the 
mistakes of the previous Government and has added some mis- 
handling of ita own. The result ia that the economy now faces the 
threat of a wave of strikes in a number of vital sectors not lesa 
severe than that experienced before last year's elections. 

The Finance Minister seems to believe that verbal toughness 
may puli him through, and that the so-called '‘success" with 
regard to the 11-week long seamen's strike can serve as a model 
for the public sector. If this is meant as an initial bargaining 
position, it displays a singular lack cf sensitivity to the public 
mood and a failure to perceive that it has become outdated. 

The public sector employees have, understandably if not quite 

justifiably, countered with wage demands which could no: be 
met without ceusing complete havoc in the economy. It is true 
that they have a case for a wage increase similar to that agreed 
in the business sector as a minimum. No attempt to juggle the 
statistics can persuade the public, and Jeast of all the civil ser- 
vants themselves, that their wages have not been eroded. The 
Histadrut's wage policy must therefore be regarded as sensible 
and restrained — provided ἐξ can uphold it in the face of much 
higher demands by the civil servants’ unions. 
‘ Unfortunateiy, the Finance Minister has ao far shown little 
cooperation with the Histadrut to enable {t to hold the wage line 
in the public sector within manageable limits. Nor has the 
Government come forward with any constructive programme 
of its own. Tre Government also feiled to present the various 
meagures it has taken, ard those planned for the fiscal year just 
beginning, as a comprehensive and consistent incomes policy. 
Instead, tex cuts, various subsidies, adjustments of income tax 
bracketa, increases in national insurance premiums, and wage 
increases have eppeared piecemeal, without rhyme or reason, 
and without revealing an overal! economic strategy. 

Even the 12.5-15 per cent wage increase demanded by the 
Histadrut will cost the Treasury some IL3b. The adjustment of 
the tax brackets will cost another 0.650m. Together with the 
variety of tax benefits and subsidies granted one by one in re- 
cent months, the Treasury may have to print as much ag an ad- 
ditional 1L15b, this year, 

The aerious wage problemas in the public sector were one of 
the most predictable events imaginaole, because the date of ex- 
piry of the existing labour contracta was known to all. Against 
the background of high inflation, difficult negotiations were to 
be expected in any case. The new economic policy, with the ad- 
ditional fillip it gave to inflation, aggravated the situation still 
further. 

Mr. Ehrlich's repeated, firm announcements that he will hold 
out against atrikes and stick to his guns therefore carry little 
conviction. He would have deen in a much stronger position had 
he shown a much greater readiness to join forces with the 
Histadrut, as far aa the level of the wage increases is concerned, 
and presented constructive demands to the public sector 
employees for structural changes that'are long overdue and 
could be the necessery and juatified quid pro quo for these wage 
increases. . 

Instead of trying to hold on obdurately to a wage policy that 
has become unrealistic, Mr. Ehrlich would have been better ad- 
vised to use & more generous offer as a lever to obtain the civil 
servants’ agreement to loozen up the traditional! rigid structure 


of the public service. It might then be possible to introduce 


labour mobility within the entire sector, to break down at least 
some of the linkages of one group of workers to others — in 
a to take ἃ first step on the way to reforming the public ser- 

66. 

In such a package deal he wiil no doubt meet with opposition 
from workers committees, but he would equally: stand a chance 
of obi agreement from others and, last but not least, sup- 
port from the Histadrut. 

Substantial wage Increases in the public sector are probabiy 
inevitable; many of them are also justified. In the context of ex- 
isting economic and budgetary policy, none of them can be af- 
forded. The least that Mr. Ehrlich can therefore do at this late 
stage in the game is to make sweetness come forth from the 
strong and convert ἃ narrow, budget-oriented wage policy into 
an employment and incomes policy and an instrument of struc- 
tural reform. The price of a bigger deficit may well be worth 
paying to achieve that — and if Mr. Ehrlich would stand firm on 
such a package deal, rather than on the issue of wages alone, he 
would probabiy also gain much wider public support.

AFTER THE ENTEBBE hijacking, 
The Jerusalem Post printed the 
story of one of the Israeil hostages, a 
young woman naméd Sareh David- 
son. Mra. Davidson had tried to talk 
with the terrorists, she recalled, and 
had been lectured by an Arab. “It's 
not my problern that Hitler killed six 
milion Jews,"" he told her. “You 
can't build ἃ homeland on my land to 
solve your problems.” 

The Post story continued: 

“Sarah interrupted him by telling 
him that In 1948 ‘the Arabs didn’t 
want to come to an agreement...” 
After that, the conversation did not 
go far. 


‘ This incident illustrates rather 
well, in a capsule, the long years of 
Arab-Israeli argumentation, On the 
Arab side, there is the clearly enun- 
clated perception of innocence and 
injustice: it is gur country and ἐξ is 
nat our fault. From the Israeli side, 
there come facts of one sort or 
another, but no direct rebuttal. 
Mrs. Davidson did not respond 
head-on, as one might have ex- 
pected, "No. It is my country and it 
is your fault, too," This is not an 
audible Israeli position. In public 
debate, Israeli officials also retreat 
defensively into tangential detail. 


Nonetheless, the question 
remains: if the moral position of the 
Entebbe hijacker goes unchalleng- 
ed, then what difference does it 
make how thinga happened in 19487 
Or in any year since? 


ISRAEL HAS chosen to stand stub- 
bornly upon an Ideological base 
which clearly feeds Arab self- 
righteousness.

& smaller scale, South African Jews. 
This completely avoids the real 
issue — that of the genuine kibbutz 
volunteers: the Increasingly- 
unwanted young people (many of 


; them non-Jewish) who come singly 


or in non-Zionist-motivated or af- 
filiated groups, from many countries 
and for many different reasons, to 


observe, participate in, and — as the 
“recrujtment’’ advertisements 
describe it — to “experience” the 
kibbutz way of life and Israeli life in 
general. These people, unlike the 
South American Jews described in 
the article. are aged 18-35, and most 
have some work experience behind 
them in their countries of origin. 


The neglect of their needs and in- | 


terests, and the disregard of their 
wish to work and to help is no doubt 
based on their negligible aliya poten- 
tial. The few who wish to stay, unless 
themselyes Jewish, are very strong- 
ly discouraged tas 1 myself found 
from personal experience.) 

Tt is these "other" young people, 
the non-Jewish volunteers, whose 
complaints are mentioned casually, 
but not discussed or refuted by Ms.

His letter included two significant 
statements. He considered it wrong, 
he said. ''to impose the Jews on the 
Arabs,"" and he regretted that the 
Jews were ‘'despoiling a people who 
have done πὸ wrong to them.” 

Gandhi'a letter shows, not sur- 
Prisingly, that he knew little or 
nothing of the native Jewish 
presence and rights in the Middle 
Bast, nor of the oppression and dis- 
crimination suffered by Jews under 
Arab rule. His conclusions are 
therefore understandable, especially 
in view of his own situation. Yet not a 
single one of the much-quoted 
answers to Gandhi — of Martin 
Buber or Judah Magnes or Haim 
Greenberg — took any notice of his 
observations or made the slightest 
attempt to correct his view of 
Zionism as an altogether European 
intrusion and of the Arabs as merely 
innocent bystanders. 

This is a pattern that has endured. 
Today, Araba are still goaded by the 
same Injustice that Gandhi saw. 
They can only feel victimized. They 
cannot even know that there is a 
question. Nor can the rest of the 
world. 


AMOS ELON writes about "‘the 
punishment of the Arabs for the sins 
of Europe ...” The editor of an 
American church magazine defends 
Israel, but must concede ‘‘the bitter 
resentment of the Palestinian Arabs, 
who have had to pay the price of 
European anti-Semitism.’ 

Mrs. Iphigene Sulzberger, 
matriarch of the “New York Times” 
family, is asked about Israel and 
says, ‘I'm very torn...the plight of 
the Jews ig due really to the czars of 
Russia and te Hitier...I can undera- 
tand the Palestinians’ anger at being 
asked to pay the bill for the 
Europeans..." 

And what other result is possible, 


when one has to pay someone else's 
bills, except a deep anger and a 
rankling sense of injustice, and the 
easily-won sympathy of world 
opinion? 

Nevertheless, Israel does not de- 
mand that the Arabs pay their own 
bills. Instead, Israeli writers and in- 
formation services continue blandly 
to romanticize a historical record in 
whick, at most, Arab oppression of 
the Jewish people is praised with 
faint damns. 

Injustice and innocence are the 
cornerstones of the Arzb ideological 
position. together with the conten- 
tion that recent centuries made 
Palestine an Arab country. This is a 
strategic and powerful propaganda 
base from which Israel is con- 
tinuously battered. There has been
